It will be remembered that this 
county was raised $4,000,000 over 
its assessment and although every 
known effort was made to get this re- 
duced, the state board would not hear 
to it and, consequently, the board had 
nothing else to do but put the raise 
wherever it was found to be fair. A 
member of the county board has made 
the following statement pertaining to 
their work which we herewith publish: 

"A word to the owners of personal 
property and land in Madison county. 
We have worked faithfully and stud- 
ied the great problem of equalizing 
the properties of this county and be- 
'?eve that we have done a work that 
has never before been accomplished 
and which was certainly needed. It 
looked to us from the Assessor's bonks 
that the supervisors had only raised 
taxes where it could be easily raised, 
and some of those fellows were raised 
to the limit. So w^'th the raise this 
year and the big raise of last year, 
we need not expect anything but high 
taxes. 

"We have done our .best to jret all 
lands on a basis of the same per cent, 
according to the location, condition 
and quality, and it was for these rea- 
sons, it has taken us three weeks to 
do the work. Some lands in this coun- 
ty hadn't been rai&pi for forty years, 
and we have raised them enough to 
let them know they are not forcottei 
We dislike to raise your ta*es, but 
you know we were o r iered to. If 
we had not, it would have been done 
at Frankfort and then vou would have 
howled sure enough. We have not 
put any large amount on in l? oardcu- 
lar one, but have end »av, red to equal- 
ize the raise and distribute the four 
million to the best of avr ability. 

"Every man on the boara raised his 
own property equal wit* his neighbor. 
Our advice to the farmers of Madison 
county is to get out that old song 
book you used to sing in when you 
were young, and find tt.e song that 
reads: 

"Stay at home. To..imy, 
Don't go; dont go;

The 
bodies were brought to -Winchester 
about 6:30 o'clock Monday aftern 
and the families of the dead men not 
fied.

M be mutilated , and were easily rec- 
Just what caused the explo- 
sion may never be known.

All the men 
were employed in the manufacture of 
nitroglycerine. 

The factory is a total wreck and the 
loss is estimated at $10,000. Torrent 
is about half mile away and the ex- 
plosion was felt distinctly there, but 
no loss of life or property resulted. 
It is not known how much nitroglyc- 
erine exploded.
